1. (Cun-eiitly amended) A process of reducing cerebrospinal fluid flow obstruction 
comprising: 

administering a tlierapeutic dose of a defibrinogenic clot-reducing agent of a natmal or 
synthetic reptile peptide to a subject having pr e conditions a precondition to obstructive 
hydrocepha lus symptoms or obstructive hydrocephalus symptoms; and 

maintaining a therapeutic amomit of the defibrinogenic clot-reducing agent witliin 
cerebrospinal fluid of the subject for a period of time Dufficicnt to reduce cerebrospinal fluid 
flow obstruction. 

2. (Original) The process of claim 1 wherein the administering is by catheter. 

3. (Currently amended) The process of claim 1 wherein the administering is by a 
device selected from tlie group consisting of: intrathecal catheter[[,]] and intraventi-icular 
catheter and an injcctioH .

9. (Currently amended) The process of claim [[4]] i wherein the defibrinogenic 
clot-reducing agent is a natural or D}aithctic reptile peptide, a combination thereof, a functional 

fragment thereof of said natural or synthetic reptile peptide , a pharmacologically acceptable salt 
of said natiu-al or synth etic reptile peptide , ester of said natural or synthetic reptile peptide , amide 
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of said natural or synthetic reptile peptide, or prodrug thefeef of said natural or syntlietic rep tile 
peptide .

12. (Currently amended) The process of claim [[4]] 1 wherein the defibrinogenic 
clot-reducing agent is ancrod, a fiuictional fragment thereof of ancrod . a pharmacologically 
acceptable salt of ancrod . ester of ancrod . amide of ancrod . or prodrug thereef of ancrod .

24. (Currently amended) A process of reducmg cerebrospinal fluid flow obstruction 
comprising: 

administering a therapeutic doDo of a defibrinogenic clot-reducing agent comprising 
ancrod to a subject having obstructive hydrocephalus; and 

maintaining a thcrapoutic amoimt of tlie clot-reducing agent comprising ancrod within the 
subject for a period - of time sufficient to reduce cerebrospinal fluid flow obstruction.
